REBELS ARE HOLDING THEIR OWN 



Tk« Bavolntlon Already Il«.?oiid th« Con- 
trol of the SpMnith Aathorltlen ami ITu- 
lei* Rctiifnrri-mpntK Are Spnt to Mnnilla 
Immediately the SpanUb Ferae* Are In 
Oanger of Flaal Deflrat. 

San FitANcisfo, Oct. 'Jo — Advici s hy 
the steamti* Peru from Siiif^apore and 
Hong-Kouj? up to Sept. 21 says that th< 
rebellion in the Philippine islaud.s is 
mnch more serious than has bepii k*'"- 
erally recognized. It is said the re- 
ports of revolutionists' defeats sent ont 
by Spaiiisl) ollicers have been gr. iitly 
exa^'gerated and that so far tlie rebels 
have more than held their OWn iu the 
straggle for independence. 

It is stated that the revolntion is now 
beyond the control of the Spanish au- 
thorities and that unless reinforcements 
are sent to Manilla immediatdy the 
Spanish forces are in danger of filial de- 
feat. The rebels now hold the province 
of Cavite, are well organized and have 
H,()00 inauser rifles. There arc^ many 
natives in the Spanish trcx)pH aud the of- 
ficers are afraid to take native reRini"nis 
into the interior because their loyalty is 
doubte<l. 

The Hong-Kong Press pay.'* editorially 
that there is no l(in;.rer r<Kini for the h ast 
doubt tliat affairs in the Philip], ini' isl- 
ands will in a short liiiu' ,i^-unii' the 
proportions of the relidlion. 
The natives ■av<- <letc rniiiicd. As each 
rebi l si;,'ns an ;i;.ncenient lir writes liis 
name (in his arm with blood ai.d sw» ars 
vei;;;eance atrainst the Spaniards. 

Til" story of the oriLrinal pL-.iis f( r 
striking' tiie blow is a most v'tkui^ one 
For a Ioul: tjnu' the natives liavc been 
consp'riiij.' to overjiower the trovi rnnient 
iind it \\a-* finally decided to make a 
stronf,' attack on the I.5th of July, (iov- 
ernor ( ieiieral Ulanco was to have been 
munh red by one of the natives on that 
day, and it was arran^'ed to swoop sud- 
denly down upon tlie body otiirers who 
attended the funeral, kill as many imssi- 
ble, then ransack the town of Alanilla 
and take ( ntire possession of the placi'. 

It is <lue to a won]an that the ])lo 
was discovered. In < onfession she dis- 
close d the i)lot to a priest, who divnlj^cd 
the se<'ret. The arrest and imiirison- 
ment of many natives jdainly indicated 
that the priests w«'re cognizant of the 
arrangements, and then, toward the end 
of August, tlie Hghtini,' commenced in 
real earnest. From that time up to the 
middle of this mouth the date of the 
latest uew8 there were repeated bloody 
conflicts between the government forci s 
and the natives. 

The Manilla corresiKiudeut, under 
date of Sept. 2, deuies that the Spanish 
tnx^ defeated the rebels on Aug. ;n. 
Tlie writer says : "Ki;iht rebels kilhd 
at St. Mesa ; counted six or eiglit at San 
Juan, besides those on the Spuuish side. 
The bodies (rebels) are being left ont 
nnbnried to rot. Over 100 of tnem, some 
say 180, were shut up in a small room 
under the Bustino of Sail Sebastian 
Intra Muros on Monday n^ht. No 
\vater;one small window. Fifty-four 
found dead in the morning. With 
t hose prisoners since died, said to be a 
total 70."

Kennard liad been drinkinir lu avily 
for weeks. He came lioine after dark 
Sun(hiy night. The family hud retire<l. 
He awakened Ua wife and a qnani 1 
followed. 

Kennard went to the porch where he 
took down the cornknif'e. Returning', 
he struck liis wife, almost si venn^' her 
liead. Then with a blow he killed Ins 
boy instantly. The daughter made lier 
escape. 

After Bleeping off the effects of the 
liquor Kennard told bis neighbors that 
a tramp had murdered his wife and 
child, but the daughter who escaped re- 
lated the facts. 

Kennard i» being guarded by a score 
of men, and it ia oeueved that a lync'.i- 
iug will follow.

He served for many years as 
chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee, M'asj e«litor of the Wisconsin 
State Journal at Madison for 16 years 
ttud in IHSO C4ime to Milwaukee and for 
a like pericxl hu.sbeeu in control of Tin' 
S<'ntinel. Mr. flublee was one of the 
most distiugaished newspaper writers 
fur scholarly attainmenti, pwittoal lead- 
ership and stfle o< •q^NMHB. Be leaves 
a widow and two ■om.

win re thej' were examined by tin- 
liealth authorities aud the inspector i i 
immigration. There was one family ul 
16, inrlndlng husband, wife, children 
uncle, aunt and cousin. The Anne 
nians, ns a rule, were well rtresstnl, in- 
telligent looking and did not appear to 
have suffered any jirivation. 

The refugees were nn-t at Ellis island 
by representatives of the Salvation 
Army and ladies from Women's Chris- 
tian Temperan<'e union, a repre.senta- 
tive f>f fill' Red Cross Society ami sev 
er.al cliaritably disi)osi-d jiersons. Uixin 
their arrival at Kllis iskmd they were 
^.-ror.ped and photographed. 

A protest from tlie residents and tax- 
(layiTs of Honokus county, X. .T.,waM 
jiresiMited to 1 ■•. Seiiner, commissioner 
of inimif,'ration. at Ellis island, si^rneil 
by a committee coiisistintr of Saul 1'. 
Motfatt. Fred Sliilliiitr and John V. 
l.)iilen. This stated tliat for some timi 
Ii.i'-t. men and womeii, dressed in tin- 
nnifo-.in of the Salvation Army, liavi

Colonel Holliind. secri'tary of the Sal- 
vation Army. Ann rican relief deji.irt- 
nienf. a<'ef)mpanied by Brigadier Fo.\, 
eilitorof Tile War ('ry ; Ensign Kemp, 
Eiisiirn <?arabed and two Armenian in- 
terpreters and several members of the 
Woman's Christian Ti inperance union 
apiK iired before the iioard of special in- 
quiry and statc<l that the refnge(>s were 
not panpcra and that they would not b ' 
colonized at Bamseys. He said, how- 
ever, that Ramseys would be a distrib- 
uting point and that the Armenian.^' 
would be drafted from there to farmer^ 
and placed on the farms of the Salva- 
tion Army officers. Ck>nsequeutly, lu 
said, they would not be paupers, uoi 
likely to become a public charge. 

The board of special inquiiy referred 
the matter to Commissioner Scnuer, 
who sent the papers on to the secretary 
of the treasurv. 

Twenty-eight men and two women 
who had a few dollars each, and who 
were ctiiisidenid desirable persons, were 
"admitted." They will be sent to Sal- 
vation Army oiflcers in Ntw Jersey. 
About bso more Armenians are v\- 
pected.

It is his theory that intiiiiti' small \>.\r- 
ticles of this platinum were projecti d 
upon the flesh beneatii, and proilueed 
svuijitoms of pois<ming. Mr. Neweombe 
tiliiiks infrequent exposures can be muile 

without the slightest injuy.

A SHUTDOWN SURE TO FOLLOW. 

A Oenrrnl Fight Will Now lie .^Inili- lor 

tlio Slxt)r*OB«>CeBt Meal* and the Mea In 
t;ie Thin-Vein Mines Will Probablf Be 
Called Ottt— Plane For the Now Statr- 
hoime-Othe* Ohio State News. 

Columbus, O., Oct. 80.— State Presi. 
dent Ratchforl of the miners' associa- 
tion issued a circular to the miners of 
the state announcing that the vote on 
the projiosition to reduce watres from 
(il to 4.') cents a ton stands oil for re- 
duction and 4,80s against it. He calls 
attention to the fact that more than 
half of the miners of the state did not 

vote. 

Of the votes cast 1 .S.1S were thrown 
out. because the niiiuTs had not paid 
their dues, and so had lost the standing. 
This did nipt affect the result, hov.ever. 
The miners that did not vote are prin- 
cipally those employed in the thin vein 
mines.

Barbarities Reported FilllmsterlnK Kx- 
pedltions Safelj Lauded— Ottier Cuban 
War Mews. 

New Orleans, Oct. 20.— The Times 
Democrat's Key West special says: If 
the Spanish aiithorities had taken Senorj 
Angel Fernandez olf tlie Ward liner 
Vigilanda, while that vessel was in Ha- 
vana liarbor last Friday, United States 
warsliips would liave immediately been 
ordered to Havana to enforce a demand 
for reiiaiution, and war between this 
couutry and Spain would have undoubt- 
edly resulted. 

For three hours last Friday tho 
United States imd Spain were on the 
brink of war, and the threatening situa- 
tion was only relieved when the Span- 
ish authorities iguomiuioosly backed 
down and allowed the Vigilanda to 
pr(x-eed to Ma with FemoBdea itiU on 
board. 

A letter received here from a corre- 
spondent in Havana who is close toCon- 
snl General Lee, gives a dramatic !U> 
count of the episode. 

According to the letter, when the 
VigUancia put into Havana, the Span- 
ish authorities di'uumded the surrender 
of Seuor Angel Feruaudez, a Mexican, 
on board the vessel. The Spaniards 
alleged that Fernandez was not a Mexi- 
can, but a subject of Spain. Captain 
John Mcintosh of the "Vigilancia re- 
fused to surremh'r Fernandez. Then 
the Spanish authorities told Mcintosh 
that if tile Vi.crilaiicia attempti'd to fjo 
sea with Fernandez ou board, she would 
be sunk by the guns of Morro castle. 

Captain Mcintosh iiuinediately laid 
the matter before Consul General Lee, 
who complimented the captain for his 
bravery and told him to take the Vigi- 
laucia to sea when he pleased. 

OcnunlLee was greatly enraged at 
the threat to sink the Vi.ifilancia and is 
reported to have said to Captain Mcin- 
tosh : 

"If the guns of Morro castle siuk 
your ship, American warships will be 
bombarding Havana in a few days." 

Captain Mcintosh returned to the 
Vigilitnda and Oonsul Lee informed 
General Weyler that tlie vessel was go- 
ing to sea, and that if auy attempt was 
made to take off Fernandez or that if 
tiie vessel was fired upon 9l/»ia miUt 
take the consequences. 

Weyler immediately summoned a cali- 
inet council, and while this coundl was 
considering the matter the 'Vigilancia 
began to weigh anchor. The Spanish 
offidals on board protested, but Captaiu 
Mblntoih laid in vigoroui language : 

"D—n your objections ; my shi]) has 

bew cleared. My consul h;i8 told lue to 
go to MO. I am going, and I dare you 
to try to prevent me. Oet oif my 

ship 1" 

And with that, (ho Yankee roughly 
■hoved the Spaniards into the waiting 
boats and the "Vigilancia, flying tlie 
stars and stripes, started for the month 
of the harbor, which is commanded by 
the guns of Moro castle. 

AH was excitement in Havana, and 
the quays aud housetops were lined 
with hundreds of persons who expected 
to ^ee the Vigilancia fired upon. 

Consul Lee liimself watched the Vigi- 
landa through a glass, meanwliile sig- 
nals were being exchanged between 
Weyler's palace and Morro Castle, and 
in the latter place tliere were signs of 
great exdtement. Slowly the Vigilan- 
da entered the mouth of the harbor 
and tlien it was noticed that the guns of 
Monro were turned on the ship. Tho 
Vigilancia repeatedly signaled Morro 
Oattto : "I am gdng to leat" but no an- 



Bo WUl Take a Brief Vaeatloa Vor tlia 
Benefit of Hie Health. 

Washington, Oct. 20.— It is intimated 
in official circles here that although no 
re^'ular formal leave has yet be<'u issued 
to ( H iK'ral Fitzhugh Lee to absent him- 
self from his poet as consul general at 
Havana, that he haa arranged the busi- 
ness of the consul generalship so tliat it 
may be sjifely left, for a time at lea«t, to 
Ihe care of Jlr. Springer, our energetic 
vice consul jcueral. It is expected, 
therefore, that he will soon pay a Tidt 
to his home in Richmond. 

It is und(-rstood from the same 
Fonrccs that General Lee is in no re- 
sjiect dissatisfied witli his office, or with 
the rek'tions that now exist between 
liimself anil t he authorities at Havan.i. 
but he has undergone a trying and par- 
ticularly unhealtiifnl season at Havana, 
while engaged in the discharge of 
onerous duties and feels the need of 
recuperation. Th(> visit will, of course, 
afford au opportunity for .Secretary Ol- 
ney to confer writh General Lee as to 
the prt'sent aspect of affairs on the isl- 
and, but farther than above stated, it 
can not be gathered that the consul 
general's movements have any signifi- 
cance as affecting the relations between 
Bpain and the United States. 

LANDING CA RGO ES IN CUBA. 

Tho Uarinar Daaatlese le Kept Bnsj rill- 

in;; tier Contract*. 

CiiicACO, Oct. 20. — A special from 
Miami, Fla., says: Wliile United States 
officials huve been wondering what haa 
become of the Daimtless since it landed 
in Cuba the arms taken on at Palm 
Betu-h 10 days ago, that vessel has land- 
ed another cargo and ia now en route 

with the third. 

It has bet>n learned that the Cubans 
have a great quantity of arms and aiii- 
niunition stored on an island in Turtle 
harbor, soutli of here, and there the 
Dauntlivss lias been getting its cargoi's, 
as well as replenisliing its supply of 
coal and provisions.

Uoro was 
fonnd early Snudaj morning in the ne- 
gro quarters and immediately reals ted 
nrrei|t. drawing a ahotgnn on the offloer. 
The latter brooght his pistol into play 
and both men pmled the trigger of tneir 
weapons. Tatnm'a pistol refused to 
Are, but GKire'a gnn waa discharged, the 
load which oonsiated of Urdahot only, 
taking effect in Tatom's head, prodno- 
iug a severe wonnd. 

At this jnnctnre several other negroes 
ran to (lore's rescue with drawn weap- 
ons. John Sullivan, a Jewelry drum- 
mer from Bessemer, seeing Tatum's 
plight, came to his aid and opened fire. 
He killed Gore at the first shot. Then 
Tatnra, tlioagh wonndert, f^ot his pistol 
to working ai d bepin firinK. A dozen 
or more shots wert! (■x<'lian(/od. When 
tlie battle wi's over. Fr.iiik Martin, col- 
ored, wa.'i dyiiiK and Jim Dennis, col- 
ored, badly wounded. \ large number 
of nefrroes pitliered and made ngl.v dem- 
onstrations toward Tatnm and Sullivan, 
but the whites rallied to them. For a 
time it looked like wholesale bloodslied 
wnulil follow, but the fonuidable show- 
ing of the whites overawed tha mfgzoea, 
who iiuully dispersed.
